Tbe Washington eorreFpondett of 


the Bt Louis Globe-Democrat ttaj* the 
growing weight of wealth in politics ii 
well illustrated by the number of mil 
lionaires in the senate as it now stands. 
He heads the list with our own David 
Davis, whose fortune is believed to ex- 
eeed $3,000,000, mostly in real estate. 
Henry G. Davis, of West Virginia, is 
supposed to be worth more than $2,- 
000,000, mainly in iron and coal mines, 
railway stock and governments. John 
P. Jones, of Nevada, is regarded aa 
the richest, excepting his colleague, his 
fortune being variously estimated at 
from $10,000,000 to $20,000,000, of 
course largely in mines. The wealth 
of Alvin Blunders, of Nebrasks, not- 
withstanding recent losses, still needs 
seven figures to present it in print, but 
the amount ia not stated. Don Came- 
ron, of Pennsylvania, is worth'upwards 
of $2,000,000 in his own right with 
excellent prospects. Joseph E. Brown, 
of Georgia, is worth not less than $3,- 
000,000. 
Philetos Sawyer, of Wiscon- 


lin, is put down for $5,000,000, and 
that b considered under the fact. Wm. 
Hahoae, of Virginia, is supposed to be 
worth about $2,000,000. 
Janes G. 


Fair, of Nevada, is undoubtedly the 
richest, and his property is valued at 
$40,000,000, but that ia probably too 
high. Henry B. Anthony, of Khode 
Island, is worth about $2,500,000. 
John Sherman, of Ohio, $1,500,000, 
mostly in Washington real estate. Be- 
sides these, Saulsbnry and Bayard, of 
Delaware, Sewell, of 'New Jersey, and 
Eugene Etle, of Maine, are all million- 
aires, though their wealth is not stated, 
making fifteen out of the seventy-six.
